the speed of modern technical 
advance that little excitement is 
caused by current United States 
plans to begin construction of an 
atomic-powered merchant ship. The 
success: of the Nautilus, the world’s 
first atomic-powered submarine, has 
already made the tamed atom a 
commonplace thing. Other sub- 
marines are rapidly following the 
original craft down the ways, and 
now a surface ship driven by con- 
trolled nuclear energy seems merely 
a logical second step. 


It is only when one stops to think 
that even five years ago such a 
proposal would have seemed overly 
ambitious, and 10 years ago merely 
a dream, that the enormity of the

80 Years Ago 


An editorial in your paper on Aug. 15 
invites comment. It shows: where, in 
our capitalist ‘society; when a strike 
occurs, it is settled by peaceful means, 
whereas when such a thing happens 
behind the iron curtain, as happewed in 
the Polish city of Lodz recently, the 
strike is suppressed by force. 

This is supposed to highlight a con- 
trast between two ways of life. What 
it does is to illustrate the identity of 
one way of life, in two different parts 
of the world, a way of life that involves 
capitalists and workers. 

When capital can use unions in its 
own interests, it doesn’t oppose them 
very much, either in the U.S.S.R. or in 
the U.S. But it doesn’t matter whether 
the employer speaks Russian and drinks 
vodka or speaks Alabamese and drinks 
bourbon, when the unions tramp upon 
his toes too much he will use the forces 
of the state, if, necessary, to preserve 
his interests. 

Roll back the calendar to the year 
1877, when the U.S. was in the depths 
of a depression, when dividends to stock- 
holders were high and wage cuts often 
in the railroad industry. Resistance to 
pay cuts took the form of strikes to 
such an extent that traffic was severely 
tied up and eventually federal troops 
were called in. Result, considerable riots 
and bloodshed, and of course, the pay 
cuts.

Neuberger is a leftwing Democrat 
from a normally Republican state, which 
makes his political position touchy to 
begin with.

Fearful Gamble 


When the House heavily cut the 
President's defence budget, the President 
went on the air to say that to fail to re- 
store a substantial part of the cut would 
mean taking a “fearful gamble” with the 
national security. Symington led the 
fight in the Senate, on the Democratic 
side, to get the President what he wanted, 
and largely succeeded. 

Then, when the Senate-House con- 
ference on the defence budget met, Sec- 
retary of Defence Wilson and Budget 
Chief Brundage blandly informed the 
conference that the amount Symington 
had fought to restore was not really 
necessary after all. 

Symington, who has been much cri- 
ticized back home as a heavy spender, 
thus had the rug neatly pulled out from 
under him. As a result, he is seriously 
considering voting against foreign mill- 
tary aid, for the first time in his Senate 
career. 

These three examples and more 
could be cited should be enough to 
suggest why the Democratic majorities 
in Congress now take a special delight 
in defying the President on such issues 
as foreign aid. The President's threat 
to call a special session has further dis- 
gtuntied the Democrats.

“\SEA-FISH LANDINGS

OTTAWA (CP)—Failure of the cod-trap fishery in New- 
foundland and below-normal salmon and halibut catches on 
the West Coast caused a sharp drop in Canada’s sea-fish 
landings in June. 

The bureau of statistics said today landings in the 
month totalled 180,399,000 pounds, compared with .220,218- 
000 in the corresponding. month in 1956. The value of fish 
caught fell 16 per cent to $9,956,000 from $11,831,000. 

In the January-June period landings were down 24 per 
cent at, 676,376,000 pounds from 894;955,000 last year. The 
landed value dropped 18 per cent to $29,930,000 from 
$36,215,000.

VANCOUVER—City council decided Tuesday to go 
ahead with a $1,500,000 low-rental housing scheme, de- 
spite opposition from construction | men, apartment own- 


ers and ratepayer groups. 

The 169-unit housing project 
is to provide homes for more 
than 500 low-income residents in 
Vancouver. 

The city now will apply for 
provincial government approval 
and. the province will apply to 
the federal government. A 
$63,000 annual subsidy will be 
shared $51,000 by the federal 
government, and $8,500 each by 
the province and the city. 

Rents will range from $20 a 
month for a single person earn 
ing up to $80 a month to $60 
for a family of seven earning 
$300 a month. Thirty-six units 
will be reserved for old age 
pensioners.

ONE MUNICIPALITY COULD HOLD UP WHOLE DEVELOPMENT 
_ Merger Groundwork Up to Councils, Govt Aid Lakoet 


By PETER MUNAY 
What help can Saanich ex 
pect from the provincial gow 
ernment in its investigation of 
amalgamation? 


At this stage, not much. 

Following the referendum 
defeat of a permanent muni- 
cipal hall addition last Satur- 
day, Reeve Arthur Ash said 
he would consult with Prem- 
ier Bennett and Municipal Af- 
fairs Minister Wesley Black. 

At the same time, the reeve 
said he was appointing a com- 
mittee to look into all aspects 
of the question of amalgama- 
tion with Victoria. 

Mayor Percy Scurrah prom- 
ised support to the inquiry. 

Under provisions of the new 
Municipal Act, the provincial 
government can do little until 
the project is more advanced. 

About all that can be of- 
fered now is advice, both of a 
technical and general nature, 


for the reeve’s committee, if 


it is requested. 

The situation is quite differ- 
ent to that in the Greater Van- 
couver area,.where the gov- 
ernment is given wide powers 
to bring about a metropolitan 
area, 

The minister of municipal 
affairs may direct the coun- 
cifs of two or more adjacent 
municipalities to set up a joint 
committee to investigate 
metro. 

If this committee reports 
that a metropolitan area 
should be established, the min- 
ister is empowered to “resolve 
all conflicts or inconsistencies 


But that is for metro, not 
amalgamation. 

It is generally recognized 
that the Greater Victoria area 
not large enough to sup- 
port a metropolitan set-up, 
where services are pooled but 
identities of individual mu- 
nicipalities are preserved.
